The great lion on the field of Waterloo is reported in 
danger of collapse. The base upon which it rests is in luins. 
The battlefield of more than a century ago has been for­ 
gotten by most people in the rush to the new field ot glory. 
Where Napoleon and Wellington contended does not concern 
the tourists who want to see where Foch and Hindenburg 
were making their fame. 
And the lion has lasted much longer than either the Cor­ 
sican or the Englishman, neither of whom had any other 
claim upon the requiem of all the glory of might in the pic­ 
ture of a crumbled statue half-covered with sand, bearing 
the inscription: 
“ ‘My name is Ozymandias, king of kings; 
Look on my works, ye mighty, and despair;’ 
Nothing beside remains. 
Bound the decay 
Of that colossal wreck, boundless and bare, 
The lone and level sands stretch far away.” 
The lion of Waterloo, the lion of military fame, rests on 
a foundation that crumbles with time. Why patch it up? —
